Ottawa, Mnrrh 10.—It la expected 
that tfie hud*** announcements «>f the 
Hon. W. T. White, minister of finance, 
will lie made Monday afternoon next. 
Undoubtedly the most interesting fea¬ 
ture of the budget speech will be that 
portion which deuls with' the tariff, 
for already there la considerable specu¬ 
lation us to the probable changes 
which will be outlined. The fiscal pro¬ 
posals* which will be contained in the 
budget arc for obvious reason* kept 
secret until the minister announces 
them. Speculation Is, therefore, poe-

rods. It is believed that the proposal 
outlined above will constitute the sum 
total of the government’s assistance 
to this Industry.

London, Mnrrh 80.—Col. John Seely, secretary of war, resigned 
hia portfolio in the Kritish cabinet to-day, and his resignation was 
accepted by the premier. 

Premier Asquith decided to take the secretaryship of war in 
place of Colonel Seely. 

Sir John French, chief of the Imperial general staff of the Brit¬ 
ish army, and Sir John Ewart, adjutant-general of the forces, defin¬ 
itely resigned from the service to-day. 

Sssly Pays for His Indiscretion. 

“Col. Seely's resignation lias been accepted." waa the expression 
employed by Premier Asquith in announcing in the. House, of Com¬ 
mons that his war aeeretaay had paid the penalty of his indiscretions 
ju adding to the cabinet document the two paragraphs which have 
aroused such feeling as to threaten the existence of the entire cabinet. 

The first information received by members of parliament that 
Col. Seely had retired definitely from the cabinet was when he entered 
the House and took a seat on the back benches instead of among Ilia 
late colleagues. 

Retires From Houss of Commons. 

Prsmior Asquith's furthsr announcsmsnt that h# would toko up tho port¬ 
folio of oocrotary for war tarns in ths naturs of a surprise.
